Dunphy a Possession j lu Humboldt County. 


Bob MuB^bU writes the Battle 


Mountain Mekienyer an account of a 
recent viait to tho ranch of Wm 
Dunpby. The letter reuth as fol- 
lows: 


Being in Battle Mountain the other 


day and mealing iny old friend, 
William Duupliy, ha invited me to 
accompany him oat to his ranoh. 
I accepted tlie invitation, and his 
managing ugeab in this section of 
country, C. \V. W .lluce, accompanied 
us, The home house is about sixteen 
miles frocj B-Utle Mountain. The 
nest morning after our arrival we 
utartod on horseback to take a look 
among the cattle and horses inside 
of the inelosure; we traveled what I 
supposed to be about six miles before 
I found a fonoe, We went through 
the gate, anj in a short time urn vail 
at Argents Station, where I eaw the 
finest corral now on the line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, for the loud- 
ing or unloading of stock belong ing 
to Mr Dunphy. In tLe course of 
time we returned to the bouse, and I 
am of the opinion that this is the 
longest inclosed cattle ranch in the 
State of Nevada, there is over thirty 
miles of fencing upon it, and the 
ranges of mountains on the north 
and south make natural fences. The 
land Inclosed will amount to at least 
nine miles square, which is divided 
into two fields by a fence running 
north and south near tho center of 
the inolosuro. Thoan enclosures are 
kept during tho Spring and Summer 
months free from stock until after 
baying, when tho beef fit for market 
is gathered up and plnced in those 
fields to be marketed as occasion may 
require, and also used for poor stock 
during the Winter, Phis is owned 
by William Dunphy, together with 
a large amount of land from his in- 
closure np the Humboldt to Maggie 
Creek. He also owns a large amount 
of land on Maggie and 
Boulder 


creeks, which gives him almost the 
exclusive right to the pasturage out- 
Bide of his inelosure for fifty miles 
east and north. He haa belonging 
to this ranch from 12,000 to 15,000 
head of cattln. and 150 to iiOO head of 
horses, used in handling them. Mr. 
Dunphy has shipped this fall 2,500 
head of beef cattle from this ranoh, 
in California 2,000, so as to give them 
the benefit of the early grass in 
California and to market them before 
the Nevada stock will be in condition 
for tho San Francisco market. Aside 
from the above property belonging 
to Mr. Dunphy. he is interested in 
the firm of Dnnphy & Hildreth, 
owning several large bands of cattle 
recently purchased, making Dnnphy 
the (biggest) and largest cattle on ner 
in the State of Nevada.

THE BULLION TAX. 


j From the JJlkoPost.) 


The taxpayers of this State will 


•watoh closely the coarse of the mem- 
bers of the Senate and Assembly who 
were elected at the late election. As 
:s well known, the bullion tax ques- 
tion was a prominent issue of the 
campaign, and nearly every member 
uf the Legislature was elected upon a 
pledge to prevent any modification or 
interference with that law. It is alao 
well known that the Bonanza crew 
refused for a long time to pay taxes 
upon the proceeds of their mines, 
mil only did so after the highest 
judicial tribunal in the United States 
decided that they must comply with 
the law; or rather, that they so re- 
fused until Ihey were morally certain 
that the Supreme Court would decide 
adversely to thorn. Then they paid 
their back taxes, and in a day or two 
the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United Stn;ea was received. Of 
course, the charitable view of the 
onse would bo tbat these millionaire 
uiino owners Lad no knowledge of the 
intentions of that judicial body, but 
had regard rather for the shaky finan- 
cial condition of the State and county 
treasuries. 
We do not take that 


charitable view of the case nor do the 
people of this StiUe. The Bonanza 
company paid theic back taxes, but 
did not pay the penalty for delin- 
quency, amounting to about 8125,000, 
which they still owe. 
It is the duty 


of (he next Legislature to insist upon 
the payment of this sum, and no 
meiaber who was pledged against a 
modification of the bullion tax ca 
conscientiously vote to release th 
Bonanza company from their lega 
obligations.

seems probable, and the people wil 
expect it to be defeated by the vote 
of

Houses. There must be no cruwQsh 
ing or whipping tbo devil around the 
Htnmp in this matter.

|iay taxes on that whole amount 
Collect the penalty according to law 
first, und if it can be shown that th< 
tax on the proceeds of the mines i 
onerous and oppressive, or out o 
proportion to what is borne by other 
classes of property, and that taxation 
on all property may bo safely 
re 


cluced, then, of course, the mines 
should shiiro the benefits of such re 
faction, bat not otherwise.
